HIS MOTHER'S SAD DEATH, 


When Annie Naessens’ Murder Is 
Avenged Two Sisters Will Mourn 
fer the Murderer. 


Since his confinement in jail for the mur- 
der of his sweetheart, Annie Naessens, on 
the night of Nov, 23, 1893, for which he is to 


be hanged next Monday, James Fitzgerald 


has lost every member of his family ex- 
cept his sister, Mrs. Annie Dolan, and his 
half sister, Mrs. Courtney. 

His sister Rose was the first to pass away. 
‘She married a man named Carr a year be- 
fore the shooting, and was deserted by 
him durifig her confinement, which was

She 
died shortly after her baby was born. 
John Fitzgerald, the condemned man’s 
father, left a sick bed to testify in his son’s 
trial a year and a half ago. The shock

killed the old man. When James Fitzgerald 
saw his father tn the court-room, emacia- 
ted by sickness and grief, he burst into 
tears. He begged the court to send the old 
man home. Later he was permitted to 
take a look at his dead father. 

He went into hysterics over the coffin. 
He said over and over ain: “That trial 
killed father; the next will kill my mother.“ 


#iis words were prophetic. 

Mrs. Annie Fitzgerald, the mother, died 
Sunday night. The doctors said pneumonia 
killed her. Her friends say it was a broken 
heart. All night she would walk the floor, 
moaning about her son. Mrs. B. Guion, who 
occupied the rooms beneath hers, at No, 
6304 Michigan avenue, heard the wailing of 
the lonely mother. Mrs. Fitzgerald’s sole 
companion was the baby daughter of Rose 
Carr, who died soon after her brother was 


arrested. 

From a big, robust woman, Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald wasted away to almost nothing. She 
would not eat. Every penny she could 
Spare from her salary as janitress of the 
Des Peres School she used to pay attorney 
fees with. Deprived of the necessities of 
life, and without. proper clothing she con- 
tracted a severe cold. Each day, mornin

Fitzgerald was convicted of the murder 
of Annie Naessens on .Nov. , 1894. AS 
stated above, there was no eye-witness, and 
she never spoke after the fatal shot. He 
was convicted wholly on circumstantial 
evidence. His own words before the trag- 
edy and his contradictory statement after- 
wards convicted him. 

Annie Naessens was 18 years of age; Fitz- 
gerald 28. Annie was employed as a servant 
at Emil Albintz’s saloon, at 7001 South 
Broadway. She and Fitzgerald were to have 
been married on Nov. 10, but James lost his. 
position and the wedding was postponed. 
Annie became despondent and she had been 
weeping previous to the shooting on the 
night of Nov. 23, 1893. James called and 
was with her until the shooting. 


JUSTICE FIELD WILL RETIRE. 


Erskine M. Ross Will Succeed Him on 
the Supreme Beach. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—A special to the Daily 
News from Washington says: Assoctate 
Justice Field has yielded to the long stand- 
ing desire of President Cleveland and agreed 
to retire. 9 

He will go upon the retired list at the 
close of this term of the Supreme Court, if 
he keeps the promise he made recently to 
the President and Senator White of Cali- 
fornia. 

The Senator is authority for the above 
statement and for the information that the 
name of Justice Field’s successor has been 
practically agreed upon in the person of 
Judge Erskine M. Ross, whom President 


Cleveland, in his first term, appointed on 
the United States Circuit bench in the State 
of California. 

Judge Ross’ nomination will be satisfac- 
tory to Justice Field. Senator White 
brought about the reconciliation between 
the President and Justice Field, effected re- 
cently at the White House. 


RAIDED AN ILLICIT STILL 


Then These New York Detectives Were 
Sorry They Had Done So.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—In their zeal to 
acquire glory, a posse of detectives yester- 
day made themselves the laughing stock of 
Commissioner Shields and the United States 


Marshals by arresting Joseph Hoffman of 
No. 37 East Fourth street, for running an 
illicit still. Hoffman was paroled under 
$200 bail by Magistrate Crane, was reas- 
rested by United States Marshals who had 
been tipped by the police, and was immedi- 
ately discharged unon tellilng his story. 

It developed in the course of the examina- 
tion before the Commissioner that Hoffman, 
who was painted by the police as a hard- 
ened criminal and a dangerous offender 
against internal revenue laws, is the pro- 
prietor of a dairy farm on Staten Island, 
and wag the founder of Prohibition Park. 
For two weeks detectives had been „get- 
ting evidence“ against — place. 
They discovered“ that under ſthe pretense 
of keeping an employment agency, he was 

manufacturing hundreds of gallons of 
wine ‘illegally, and that he had about 200 
customers in this city alone.“ Upon this 
“evidence” they went before Justice Flam- 
mer on Sunday and secured a warrant for 
Hoffman's arrest. 

Yesterday morning, with several 
men and Detectives Cadell, Hunt an 
ters, Actin Captain Chapman “descended 
upon the place,“ to use the technical term, 
which ig a consbination eres rent agency 
and pool-room, with a small bar, over which 
the proprietor dispenses cider from his own 
farm.

The detectives then ransacked the place in

ACTION BY THE SENATE, 


Mr. Call Offers a Resolution Which Is 
Sent to the Cemmittee on For- 


> 


eign Relations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—Mr. Call 

(Dem.) of Florida prese a new phase of 
the Cuban question in e Senate to-day. 
He read a telegram from Key West as fol- 
lows: 
. “Marquis Rodriguez has been taken from 
the steamer Olivette last Wednesday. Louis 
Samallien and son also taken at Havana. 
All American citizens, Get them out of 
grasp of Spanish authorities.“ 


Mr. Call offered ‘a resolution reciting 
the arrests and directing the executive au- 
thorities to ascertain if any just cause for 
such action exist “and if not to demand 
the immediate release of the prisoners. 

Mr. Hoar suggested that the tone of the 
resolution was too imperative. -There 
seemed to be an idea, Mr. Hoar said, that 
the Senate of the United States is a con- 
stantly loaded cannon which can be touched 
off at any time by a Senator. The Senator 
urged an inquiry by the State Department 
before a demand. 

Mr. Call answered that he wishes to know 
whether the American flag afforded any 
protection of its citizens. He referred to 
the arrests of Americans in Cuba, while 
citizens of other c@untries‘ were not dis- 
turbed. 

Mr. Sherman pointed out that such a res- 
olution might give the Senate trouble in 
other cases. It should go to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations for appropriate 
consideration. 

Mr. Call said it was the duty of the Senate 
to act on such information as this telegram 
gave. He desired the people to know he 
was ready to act promptly, although he did 
not object to committee consideration. 

Mr. Cullom (Rep. of Illinois), a member of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, stated 
that he understood there would be a com- 
munication from the Secretary of State 
perhaps to-day, as to the arrest of United 
States citizens in Cuba, “and as to the gen- 
eral subject.” He urged, therefore, that 
there was no haste. é 
Mr. Hoar suggested that if this dispatch 
was shown to the Secretary of State he 
would immediately take appropriate action. 

Mr. Call answered that he had already 
called the attention of the Secretary to the 
subject. But the Senator regarded it asa 
duty of the Senate to act, independently of 
the executive branch. 

It was finally agreed that the resolution 
go to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Mr. Call again returned to the Cuban 
subject by asking Mr. Sherman what was 
to be done as to another pending resolution 
asking the State Department for the infor- 
mation furnished by United States Consuls 
in Cuba. 

Mr. Sherman replied that he regarded the 
resolution inexpedient. It might endanger 
the consuls and thousands of lives if con- 
fidential communications were made pub- 
lic. The Senate should not attempt to draw 
mysteries—if there were mysteries—from 
the State Department at a time of war. 
Such action was needless, unless the Sec- 
retary of State was not doing his duty, 
which was not apparent. 


WEYLER SAILS FOR HAVANA. 


Spain’s Hope, Crushed to Earth, Has 
Risen Once More. . 


MADRID, Jan. 21.—Gen. Valeriano Weyler, 
the newly-appointed Captain-General of 
Cubu, left this city last evening on his way 
to Havana. A large crowd of people greeted 
him at the depot. In a brief speech in 
response to the enthusiastic greeting of the 
populace, Gen. Weyler said he strongly 
hoped to be able soon to announce the 
complete re-establishment of the sover- 
eignty of Spain over Cuba. 

The Queen Regent has cabled her thanks 
to Marshal Campos for his services ren- 
dered to Spain as Captain-General of the 
Island of Cuba. 

The consensus of opinion here is that the 


superseding of General Campos will greatly 
improve the situation in Cub he mili-

CAMPOS QUITS HAVANA.

HAVANA, Jan. 21.—Gen. Martinez Camp- 
os was accorded a splendid and effective 
farewell demonstration upon the occasion 
of his departure from Havana for Spain, 
His palace was filled with a throng of dig- 
nitaries, including members of the civil 
corporations, officers of the army and of 
the volunteers and the political friends of 
the retiring Governor-General. At 3 o’clock 
he proceeded to the wharf surrounded by a 
vast crowd. The troops formed’ an escort 
and the Spanish national hymn was taken 
up by the multitude, who varied it with 


acclamations for Campos. The General 
went on board a 8 Which took him to 
the Spanish warship Alfonso Doce, lying in 
that harbor.

Gangs of Counterfeiters at Work 
in all Big Cities. 


OATH-BOUND SOCIETIES. 


Hunting Them Dow a Difficult Task 
Set fer the Agents of the 
Secret Service. 


Special to The. Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The Secret Service 
authorities recently received information 
from a trustworthy source that the Mafia— 
that terrible secret society of Italian assas- 
sins—has perfectéd its organization in this 
country in a stronger manner than ever be- 


fore, and has planned a gigantic scheme of 
crime. The fresh impetus to the Mafia is 
the result of the recent discharge from the 
Erie Penitentiary and several other prisons 
where the Federal prisoners are confined of 
a number of desperate murderers and lead- 
ers of counterfeiting gangs who have just 
finighed long terms of imprisonment for 
— and passing imitations of Uncle 
Sam's good money. ; 

Although the police in this country have 
steadily denied that the Mafia has obtained 
a foothold here, the Secret Service opera- 
tors have been convinced by the most posi- 
tive evidence that the society is in a most 
flourishing condition and is prepared to car- 
ry out its scheme of crime upon a stupend- 
ous scale. 

The evidence collected by the Secret Serv- 
feé Men shows that the Mafia has its agents 
ii every locality where Italians congregate, 
and has very strong and active organiza- 
tions in this city, Chicago, New Orleans, 
Boston, St. Louis, San Francisco, Buffalo, 
Toledo, St. Paul, Kansas City, Pittsburg, 
Charleston and other large cities in the 
Bast and West.

RAILROAD IN THE OZARKS, 


The people of the Ozark region of Ar- 
kansas and Missouri are petitioning Con- 
gress for a measure granting the public 
lands for ten miles on either side of the 
right of way to any railroad company 
that will build and operate a railroad 
through that section. 

The Post-Dispatch has been a consis- 
tent advocate of caution in the granting 
of public lands to railroad companies 
and of justice in dealing with such 
grants. This case of ‘the Ozark region 
seems to be one in which Congress may 
wisely make land grants to encourage 
railroad building as a measure of gréat 
benefit to the people concerned. 7 

The fact that the people of the Ozark 
region are unanimously in favor of the 
grants and are earnestly urging Congress 
to act is proof of both the need and 
rightfulness of Congressional action. The 
region has been settled by thrifty people 
who occupy the best lands but whe are 
eut off from transportation facilities. In 
return for the lands granted the people 
will have the opportunity of getting to 
market; the resources of the country will 
be developed and the value of the labor 
and products of the people greatly in- 
creased.

Man- 
ager Smith says the St. Louis house will 
resume at an early date. 

At the same time the suits were filed here 
creditors in all of the other cities named 
sued out attachments aggregating a quar- 
ter of a million dollars.and the stocks of the 
company in those cities are now in the 
hands of sheriffs. The action of the credi- 
tors was preconcerted and was caused b 
the embarrassment of the company throug 
the increased price of leather and the dull 
business following the holidays.
